THE CLANS GATHEN 


Atthe Union Depot to Welcome the Chief 
Magistrate. 

Tt was 11:25 when the special train contain- 
ing the presidential party rolled into the union 
depot, amid a yelling, cheering crowd, a chorus 
of anvils, an artillery salute and tho burning 
of hundreds of colored lights. 

The train wae more than an hour later than 
i was thought it would be. 
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would arrive at ten o'clock. The adjutant 
and the other members of the staff mingled 
with the crowd until nearly ten o’clock when 
Captain Couch, with a platoon of police, took 
charge of the depot inside and out. The crowd 
was divided on the inside and an open space 


extended entirely across the depot was 
made. The side-walk was cleared from 
the depot entrance to the curb- 


stone. About ten o’clock Gencral Young en- 
tered the depot, and in a few ininutes the Gate 
City Guard, fo ty strong, under Ca tain An- 
derson’s command, marched down Wall street. 
The company came to a halt outside, but the 
crowd on the inside became so unruly that the 
police could not contro) it, and the G uard was 


marched in. On the inside of the main en- 
divided into 


trance the company was 1 
two platoons. The one under Captain 
Anderson forming on the west side of 


the main entrance and the other, under com- 
mand of Lieutenant Alexander, on the cast 
side. The platoons were of oqual size, and ex- 
tended nearly half through the depot. The 
soldiers kept the crowd back successfully. In 
a short time the Atlanta Rifles, about forty 
strong, also,under command of Captam Sneed, 
came in and formed in the same manner as 
the Guard. This kept the crowd back cntire- 
ly across the depot. 

While the soldiers were on daty General 
Kell, Genora! Young and other officers in the 
flashy uniforms standing in groups and walk- 
ing about between the two files presented an 
intoréesting and martial picture. Governor 
Gordon appeared at the inain entrance about 
10:30 and was received with deafening cheers. 
Loud ¢alis were méde for him, He raised his 
hat. The calla avere repeated londer and 
faster.He raised kis hat again saying: 

“Save your throats, iny boys, for our guest.” 


The speech induged another yell and in a | 


few seconds each one was enjoying himself as 
best ho could. Just before cleven o'clock 
Senator Colquitt walked up to the main en- 
tranco and passing between the files of soldiers 
joined Governor Gordon and his staff. The 
gonator’s appearance caused another outburst. 
By this time the crowd bogan to grow 
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| patient and every minute or two some one 
would yell: 

‘Here he comes.” 

These remarks would be followed by deaf- 
ening yelis of all kinds, but they quickly sub- 
sided. The frequent successes, however, did 
not prevent the assembly from being sold time 
and time again. Shortly after eleven the 
“nilot’”’ train bearing the committee came in. 
Everybody knew thatthe president was near 
at hand, and cannons began to boom, rockets 
to fly and colored lights to burn. The 


i scene was not only interesting but at- 
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tractive. The roaring cannon, the sizzing 
rocket and the bright lights mixed with the 


wild yells of the crowd, which by the 
time had grown to more than 
20,000 people, made the scene 


one long to be remembered by those who were 
present. When the train finally came in, and 
the crowdin the depot caught sight of the 
president sitting in his car, the noise became 
more intense. Colored lights were set off in 
the depot and the crowd went wild. The party 
passed ont, entered the carriages, and was 
driven away surrotinded by the many thou- 
sad, all yelling and screaming with delight. 
While the soldiers kept the crowd down inside 
the shed Chief Connolly with his mounted 
squad of police kept the street clear on the 
outside. The chief succeeded in keeping the 
best order and the entire evening passed off 
without a quarre[ or an unpleasant feature, 
ee eed - .

The Carriage in Which the President and 
Mrs. Cleveland Will Ride in Today, 

The carriage in which the president will rid 
today is the one in which President Davis sa 
when he rolled through streets covered with 
fresh and fragrant flowers eighteen months avo 
to the Hill monument unveiling. ze 

The same six dapple grays which drew Pres- 
ident Davis then will draw President Cleye- 
land today. 

The carriage forms a prominent part in the 
history of Atlanta. Hon. Samuel J. Randall 
was driven over Atlanta init. Hon. John B. 
Gordon rode to the state house in it when he 
was inducted into office, and Lilly Langtry has 
been driven from the Kimball to DeGive’s in 
it, 

But the carriage never looked before as it 
will look today. , 

The vehicle is known among liverymen as a 
fine glass laudad. It is finished in unusually 
fine style, and was purchased by Miller and 
Brady. The top is movable, both in front and 
behind. Both sections can be lowered so ag to 
give the occupants a clear view of everything 
and in all directions. The box is high up and 
the wheels are soaxled as to let the body down 
near the ground, 

No one who knows the carriage, however 
wil) recognize it this morning when it ro}ls out 
of Brady & Miller’s barn. | 

Soon after dark last night a half dozen ne- 
groes with chamois skin began cleaning and 
rubbing the mettle, wood and glass, They 
were closely watched by Mr. T. B. Brady, and 
at midnight when their work was finished the 
carriage glistened brightly. Immediately after 
the chamois were thrown aside,j Wachendorf 
the florist, took the carriage in haud. fe. 
side the carriage was a two horse wa- 
gon loaded with cut flowers, bouquets and 
trailing vines while near the wagon was a bas- 
ket containing yards and yards of ribbon—~ 
some red, some white, some blue, some nar- 
row and some broad. The florist began with 
the wheels. Smilax was entwined around the 
spokes and here and there a small tri colored 
bouquet was fastened. Then around these 
were wound ribbons until the effect wag beau- 
tiful. The hubs were covered with ribbons 
evergreens and flowers until the entire wheel, 
when spun around, presented the a arance 
of a solid circular flower bed. 6 axles 
were wrapt with ribbons and from the ribbons 
bouquets smaH and large were hung. The 
steps were secreted behind rosebuds and vines 
and then the florist began on the body. :

Cut flowers were fastened to a cloth in most 
exquisite taste until nothing but flowers could 
beseen. The work was done with great care 
and the flowers will stick. The cloth was then 
fastened to the sides and back of the carriage 
until nothing of it could be seen. From the 
driver’s box, back and around the cut flowers 
were strewn in delightful harmony, Only the 
driver's box remained. Along the side under- 
neath and around this roses, vines an leaves 
were fastened. ‘The dashboard and aj] were 
covered, Then & large square bed of flowers 
was fastened in from the seat to the driver's 
box. Only the tongue was to be covered 
Vines were entwined around it and at five 
minutes before five—just five hours from be- 
ggg a ~ carriage was ready to be drawn 
out. Mr, Brady sat beside the carriage all 
night, and when the work was done the flow- 
ers were sprinkled with fresh water.

THE TRIP FROM NASHVILLE 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., October 17.—Nashville 
has something the appearance of a city in the 
throes’ of an exciting national ‘convention. 
Middle Tennessee claims the president for its 
own for a brief half day and has sent its ‘rep- 
resentatives in hundreds from all quarters to do 
the honors of the entertainmeut. The strects 
of the city are crowded as they never were be- 
fore since the days of ‘‘pap’’ Thomas’s occu- 
pancy and are decorated from cellar to crest in 
the richest conceiyabie manner. It is not 
strange that some enthusiasts should have 
imagined the confederate flag among the odd 
devices, by the way, for no possible combina- 
tion of national colorsseems to be missing; yet 
ascarch Sy responsible authorities has failed 
to bring to light anything to which the most 
deyoted loyalist could object. Mammoth pic- 
tures in every grade of artistic excel- 
lence span the thoroughfares, or cover 
the fronts of promnent buildings and 
banners nominating the guest of the 
day for a second term are as thick as biack- 
berries. The president and all his party at 
Belle Meade were early astir this morning, 
and after a leisurely breakfast made their way 
to the picturesque little railroad station upon 
the place and were waiting, with General 
Jackson, their host, who wore the badges and 
regalia of the grand marshal of the day, when 
the special train backed up from Nashville. 
Mrs. Vilas, the reported invalid of yesterday, 
came aboard smiling pleasantly, and with all 
others declared herself as well as usual, 

A short run of fifteen or twenty minutes 
brought the train to the fair ground in the 
outskirts of the city, where the passengers 
alighted amid the pomp and ceremony of the 
day’s reception. The governor and his guard, 
mounted and brilliantly uniformed, and a 
corps of marshals were in attendance; the 


guests were placed in carriages, driven within | 


the fair grounds’ inclosure, and to the hand- 
some club house of the association, where 
members of the committees and ‘others con- 
nected with the reception ceremonials were 
presented to the president. 

At a quarter to nine the procession formed 
and the march to the city began, to music of a 
presidential salute of artillery. The route lay 
through the fine grounds of the Vanderbilt 
university. The pupils of the institution were 
drawn up in front of the university building, 
and as the president’s carriage came up they 
received him with cheers, in acknowledgement 
of which he raised his hat and bowed. 

Chancellor Garland addressed the president, 
expressing the pleasure it gave to all connected 
with the institution to welcome him. The 
students waved their hats and cheered again, 
and the march was resumed. As it proceeded 
several divisions of the procession, consisting 
of military and civic organizations, benevolent 
orders, state, county and municipal authorities 
and city schools, were passed in review and 
fellintotheir places behind. The principal 
streets of the city were traversed, the populace 
of all grades and conditions being out on the 
sidewalks. 

When the Maxwell house was reached, Mrs. 
Cleveland and her escort alighted and entered 
the hotel, in whose spacious and beautiful 
adorned parlors she held a reception to the 
ladies of Nashville. The president and the 
procession made its way to the capitol where, 
upon a stand erected for the purpose, the 
necessary formalities took place.

Upon the conelnsion of the address the pres- 
ident was reconducted to the rotunda of the 
capitol, where he received the public. Strong 
military lines were placed from the entrance to 
the exit, to which the people passed rapidly 
and with good order thesugkovs. 

The president was then escorted into the 
eastern esplanade, in fall view of the people, 
and a shout went up from 20,000 throats as 
from one man. Governor Taylor raised his 
arm to command silence. He then introduced 
the chief executive in the following words: 

Mr. President, in the name of the people of Ten- 
hessec, | bid you a hearty welcome to tLe borders of 
the volunteer state. In passing through the var- 
ious states yon witnessed great demonstrations in 
various cities. Lundertake to say nowhere have 
you witnessed a stronger demonstration attestin 
the attachment of the ple for the glorious fodera 
nation than — behoid today, and nowhere are the 

<ople more loyal tothe union, and nowhere are 

hey wore loyal to your administration than here 
in Tennessee, The people have viewed your course 
with feelings of growir gadmiration and approval, 
and in your person we recogni: e the completed 
restoration of harmony. You have, sir, strength- 
ened the cause of all gocd and true demccrats and 
shed honor upon the republic. More*l ‘could not say. 

The shout from the crowd had not ceased 
from the moment the president made his ap- 
pearance and the words of the eloquent gov- 
ernor were drowned in the uproar. With a wave 
of the arm he gracefully withdrew, his last 
few words falling dead upon his lips. 

Mayor Kercheval welcomed the president 
to the city and Colonel A. 8. Colyar also de- 
livered an address of welcome. 

He became president ata time when a vicious 

policy had impaired and greatly lessened the ef- 
ficiency of the civil service—the very life of good 
govetiument, and with a courage and integrity he 
undertook the perilous duty of reform, and our 
enlightened people, if he succeeded as bis 
efforts so far indicate,will honor his name for saving 
the ship {rom its greatest peril. When he entered 
upon the duties of his high office the estranze- 
ment of sections of our common country—growing 
out of the errors of the ast—hiumg over us asan in 
heritance of the war. Himself standing asa repre- 
sentative of all sections, the people “*have 
reflected back his wisdom and today our motto— 
‘The national flag, the union of all statés’—fnd a 
ready response in every home of the south. I trust 
the plaudits of the people and the honors which 
they in their majesty are showering on the man who 
had the patriotic courage to say, ‘Office ot no office, 
hereafter I will do my duty,” willbe a lesson for 
ambitious men to stay as jong as the republic shall 
last. I now introduce the president. _ - 
During the president’s reception today while 
many poorly dressed people, evidently farmers 
and workingmen and women, were passing be- 
fore him, Mr. Cleveland administered a sting- 
ing rebuke to a number of well-dressed people 
who liaving been presented had stepped back 
of him and were making unkind remarks 
touching the personal appearance of those 
passing along in front. Hearing the remarkr 
and laughter, the president said: 

“These good people are here out of respect 
tome. Lam not willing for youto make sport 
of them. It is not right.” 

The laughter and comment ceased. 

_ Excuse our mob,”’ said Secretary Ridley, of 
Nashville, to the president, as the latter 
boarded the special train; “we vote as we 
mob.’”” The occasion was one of the most en- 
thusiastic disorders. The time of departure 
was originally scheduled at 11 o’clock, but 
there was pleading for more time, and a com- 
promise had been made upon 12 o’clock. Mrs. 
Cleveland arrived at the train about twenty 
minutes before its time of leaving, and a large 
multitude came on foot behind her carriage. 
The president came from his reception at the 
capitol ten minutes later, and a regular army of 
people came also with him. The military kept 
the masses back for a time, but many 
had been denied the coveted chance for 
a close view of the president, and the pressure 
was somethingenormous. There were anxious 
inquiries for the remaining members of the 
party, and it was proposed to pull out and 
start on ahead of time, for the endearments of 
the people were becoming threatening. The 
police and military kept order on one side of 
the train, but upon the other people climbed 
upon every projection. peering into windows, 
cheering and giving vent to their enthusiasm 
in the wildest manner. 

Dr. Bryant and Mr. Bissell were on time. but 
had difficulty in reaching the car. They 
finally brought in with great state with an es- 
cort of an entire militarycompany. The pilot 
train pulled out at once and the special fol- 
lowed, with buta minute’s interval, crowds 
breaking and fellowing as longas they could 
keep up by running. Members of the presi- 
dent’s party, without exception, brought away 
from Nashville happy memories of the hospit- 
able city. Not only had the 
citizens made elaborate preparations for 
a public welcome to the president, 
but an especial entertainment of one kind or 
another seemed. to havé been provided for each 
one of his followers. Mrs. Cleveland’s car 
was half filled with beautiful bouquets by 
friends she had nevyerseen before. The last 
moment before the departure, Agent Leman 
brought in and presented asa more lasting 
memento of her visit, a costly lap robe artisti- 
cally embroidered and lettered, ‘To President 
and Mrs. Cleveland.’”’ The run from Nash- 
ville to Chattanooga was delightful. 

Thousands of people passed through, anda 
few minutes before twelve, when it was time 
to depart, the long line still stretched away ap- 
parently unending. At the Maxwell house, 
thousands of ladies were received by Mrs. 
Cleveland, and each gracefully taken by the 
hand until the time of departure cut the cere- 
monies short. Mrs. Cleveland and her escort 
took carriages and at Vine street were joined 
by the president and party, anda long pro- 
cession escorted them to the train.} Here again 
several thousand people packed all the adia- 
cent streets and widely cheered the party as 
they passed. 

Promptly at twelve o’clock the train pulled 
out for Chattanooga, amid the shouts of thous- 
ands and the waying of handkerchiefs. The 
assemblage, in number, enthusiasm and good 
humor excelled any ever seen in Nasvilleh 
before.

ARRIVAL AT CHATTANOOGA. 

CHATTANOOGA, October 17.—Upon arriving 
atthe Chattanooga union depot, one of the 
largest in the south, the president’s train was 
ereeted by a mass ef humanity that filled the 
building to overflowing. As the train pulled 
in it was greeted by the booming of cannons 
and shouting and cheering from the vast mul- 
titude. It was with difficulty that the police 
kept order andthe way open from the presi 
dent’s car to the platform. 

The president. and party were met by the re- 
ception committee, Mayor Sharp escorting 
Mrs. Clevéland totheir carriage. The city 
was thronged with people who came from 
East Tennessee, north Georgia and north Ala- 
bama, fully 20,000 visitors being in the city. 

A DRIZZLING RAIN 
set in about 2 o’clock, and the crowd, fearing 
the programme arranged by the committee 
could not be carried out, thronged to the depot 
which was packed with curious humanity 
eager to get a glimpse of the president. 

The city was ceotusets decorated with bun- 
ting and flags, and four large arches were 
erected on Main street, surmounted with por- 
traits of Mr. and Mrs. Cleveland, and painted 
such as ‘All Hail to the Nation’s 
Chief,’’ ‘‘Welcome to the Gate City of the 
South.’”’ All along the line of march_ private 
residences were eroreeety decorated. The 
president’s carriage was handsomely uphol- 
stered with satin plush, and was drawn by four 
cream-colored horses, preceded by mounted 
escorts. : 

Notwithstanding the rain which fell contin- 
uously, the line of march arranged was carried 
out, with the exception of the visit to the his- 
toric heights of Cameron hill, from which the 
federal forces during the late war shelled the 
enemy on Lookout mountain. The visit to 
that point, owing to bad weather, was aban- 
doned, much to the regret of President and 
Mrs. Cleveland. 

A large platform appropriately draped and 
arched and bearing patriotic mottoes had been 
erected at the court-house, where it was in- 
tended the mayor should formally welcome the 
president and his wife, but owing to the late- 
ness of the hour and the rain this was aban- 
doned. The drive about the city was not bar- 
ren of interest. 

All along the streets the procession, which 
was composed of nearly one*Tlundred carriages, 

was greeted with cheers and shouts of *‘Hurrah 
for Cleveland.’’ Men and women along the 
route pressed forward in the rain to shake 
hands with the president and to every one he 
graciously held out his hand, receiving many 
‘God bless yous’”’ from sincere hearts.

That man will die, they said, if you 
put him in a house where he is protecte -d from 
the elements; treatment of this kind will kill 
therfi; all they need is plenty of rain and sun- 
shine, cold and heat, a hollow log or grassy 
meadow to sleep in. But the fated hand of 
civilization was kindly placed on them. In a 
comfortable house the tender hands of the first 
ladies of the land nursed them; preachers 

rayed forthem ; they were furnished medicine 
by the skilled hand of an allopathic physician, 
fed on the best the market afforded, but not- 
withstanding all the kind treatme nt the pre- 
diction of the gray heads became true, and 
the wild spirit of the man, a 
child of nature, and an inhabitant of nature 
wild torests, winged its way to the happy mast 
ing grounds of cternalrest. Thesurvivors will 
now Witness the strange sight of seeing the 
father and husband laid to his eternal rest in 
the bosom of mother earth, in a coftin made by 
skilled workmen of somne great city, and paid 
for out of the cotfers of Jetferson county, while 
the look on and wonder like some dumb creat- 
ury at the strange proceedings. The survivors 
of this strange family will now, no doubts, be- 
take themselves to their former retreat, at the 
toil and worry, and work especially, is exceed- 
ingly distasteful to them.

Decision in ‘Samana to Drawback.

The solicitor of 
the treasury has given an opinion, which is 
concurred in by the department, that in the 
cases in question the only actual awners of 
merchandise, or their agents specially designa- 
ted for the purpose, or for general business, 
should be recognized as having the right to 
make entry and to receive debenture.

THE GIFT OF MR. GEORGE W. CHILDS. 


A Large Gathering at Stratford-U pon-Avon— 
Poems by Whittier and Holmes— 
Address From Irving. 


Lowrpon, October 16.—The Shakspeare me- 
morial fountain, presented by Mr. G. W. 
Childs, of Philadelphia, to the town of Strat- 
ford-upon-A von, was dedicated with imposing 
ceremonies today. Early trains brought large 
numbers of distinguished persons to attend the 
dedication. ‘The weather was fine. There was 
an immense crowd in attendance, and much 
enthusiasm was manifested. Dr. MacQurley 
represented Mr. Childs at the proceedings.

LONDO N N's POOR, 


A Riot Between the Police and the Hun ry 
People. 

Lonpon, October 17.—A deputation of un- 
employed workingmen went to the Mansion 
house today and demanded that they be sup- 
plied with work. The board of aldermen re- 
ferred them to the work house. When the 
deputation reported the result of their mission 
to those who had sent them, the mob became 
infuriated and are :now mi: ching toward the 
city. They aresurrounded by a force of police. 
The mob proceeded without c ymmitting any 
over tact until the Strand was reached, when 
they turned upon the police and attacked them 
with stones. The police charged upon the 
crowd and scattered them, capturing a number 
of banners. The mob then returned to Tra- 
falgar Square, where several of the leaders made 
speeches which had the effect of exciting the 
crowd. Police again made charge, and after 
some resistance, succeeded in clearing the 
square. After a time the mob, which had now 
gained some reinforcements, attempted to 
again enter the square, but after a general 
firht they were prev ented from doing so by the 
police. Several policomen were in jured. Nine 
arrests were made. 

Twenty arrests were made during the riot, 
and many of the contestants so badly wounded 
that they had to be sent to the hospital. 


A Dentist’s Mysterious Death. 

Los ANGELES, Cal., October 17.—The body 
of a man was found a few days ago in the 
ruins of a barn at Compton, near this city 
The body was burned beyond recognition, but 
it was believed to be that of Dr. Harian, a well- 
known dentist and sporting man of this city. 
A girl named Hattie Woolstean, who came 
here recently from Peoria, Ill., was arrested on 
suspicion, and last night her sister, Minnie 
Woolstean, made a statement that Harlan had 
been the cause of Hattie’s ruin, and that on 
the night of the murder Hattie and he went 
riding | in the direction of Compton, when Hat- 
tie threatened to expose Harlan’s conduct. 
Harlan has a wife cad family in this city, and 
Hattie’s threats so frighte ned him that he shot 
himself in the carriage. His companion feared 
the result of being found with the dead body 
so she took it to a barn, set fire to the building 


and fled.

When the unemployed laborers and the 
suffering poor of London raise the cry of 
‘“‘Bread!”’ the governing classes have good 
reason to be alarmed. When the hungry 
thousands of the great metropolis swarm 
through the streets and in the public 
squares yelling ‘‘Bread!’’ their rulers trem- 
ble. A hungry British mob will call for 
blood when bread is not forthcoming. 

‘The demonstrations in London are more 
significant than the red flag nonsense of the 
anarchists in Chicago. The anarchists are 
not suffering. They are sleek and well fed. 
They are able to spend half their time in 
idleness, and they haye not only bread but 
beer and plenty of it. 

In London the caseis different. There, 
poverty is genuine. There, the common 
lot is one of hopeless misery. The poor are 
allthe time growing poorer, and the rich 
are growing richer. At the end of a hard 
summer hosts of unemployed workingmen 
find themselves facing the horrors of winter. 
Discontent among such people means some- 
thing, and their complaints and threats 
mean trouble. 

In the event of an outbreak the police of 
London would have the aid of astrong 
military force, but it is difficult to cope 
successfully with the desperate fury ofa 
mob. More than one bloody chapter in the 
history of Paris shows the weakness of the 
police and the military when the masses are 
up and the revolt is on, 

London has a volcano under it in the 
shape of its oppressed and starving poor. 
One of these days the outbreak will come 
and the city will be wrecked, just as Paris 
has been wrecked time and again. Such 
periods comein the history of all great 
cities. In the long run the old government 
or a new onestraightens out the tangle, but 
during the brief upheaval the mischief is 
done, 

England’s greatest danger is not in Ire- 
land. Itisat home. The failure to realize 
this is the worst blunder that the tories 
have made, and when they see it they will 
be powerless to apply the remedy. Hungry 
London is preparing for her feast, and it 
will be a sad occasion for those who furnish 
it.

Gath Describes His Rough Life in Call- 
3 fornia. 
Gath’s Letter, 


Returning now to Oakland, let me say that 
I visited there Joaquin Miller, known as the poe 
of the Sierras, a man of un guestionable poetic ap 
prehension and frequcnt poetic genius, who might 
have been with education the best poet now extant 
in our country, Lacking oviginal ecucation he 
gives vent to surprises, and sometimes mistakes 
strong language forthe voice of art. Bret Harte 
has written the best poems of any Californian, for 
he seems to have been an exploring, reading man. 
Miller, however, has had amore consonant life 
with Lis romantic writingsthan ether Clemens or 
Harte, the other two well known coasters, When 
Clemens ltyed out here he was generally hard up, 
and being fond of money he was correspondingly 
saturnine, He hascured himself brayely of impe- 
cuniosity, but Bret Harte, as Joaquin Miller said to 
me, will some day starve if he stays in London and 
tries to live upon mere literature, which is no pro- 
fersion in our day. 

It is a curious thingto see Joaquin Miller, living 
here at an altitude of seven hundred feet above the 
sea, ON a yet naked mountain, digging with his own 
hands cracks in the black mold and among the 
stones to procure drinking Water which trickles all 
around his water shed and promises to turn his 
land into an oasis in the skies. With his own hands, 
he erected the stone steps which lead up to his door. 
Infthis operation, it is said that he had{ajhemorrhage 
of the lungs, and this, added to his labors to finish a 
scriptural poem, gave him a rather old and worn 
look when I saw him, and he limped besides, from 
some wounds received in his body in Oregon, where 
he was one of the lynch-law men, yet ultimately a 
judge. He has a little house in a cleft of the moun- 
tains, made of redwood, about ten or twelve feet 
high and perhaps thirty feet long. It has just one 
room, with alcoye beds for himself and his mother, 
who is a flue old woman, originally from Liberty, 
Ind. She went out to Oregon somewhere about 
1852, and there had three sons, of whom she says 
that two were men of more ability than the cele- 
brated poet of the Sierras. Miller says the same 
about his brothers. They and his father are deceas- 
ed. Milleris not-an affected man, but one who 
really represents in himself most of the evidences of

He has lived among the Indians, has been a fa- 

vorite in the drawingrooms of London, was at one 
time something of a saccess in Wall street, and he 
astonished Washington by building a log cabin 
within less than a mile of ths presidenv’s house. 
This cabin he still possesses, but the land he held in 
Washington has been sold at a considerable ad- 
vance. He took the money and bought property in 
Oakland, which he has turned over to advantage, 
and therefore owns one hundred acres of good build- 
ing and orchard sites only four miles back of the 
ferry. 
_ Miller is a blue-eyed man with warm brown hair, 
alm st reddish in its tint, and he can be affectionate 
and engaging in his manner, and is a good deal ad- 
mired by a class of reliable men above the newspa- 
per paragraphers and below the millionaires, 

He says he will never again move, but expects to 
die on his lofty patzh and have his bones cremated 
among the stones there. His historical passion was 
evidenced from his having planted the flagstaff on 
a step upon his cabin, where, he says, Fremont en- 
camped at the time of his first exploration. I found 
himsitting with his Bible turning the story of Christ 
as a human man and brother in‘o poetry,if.that can 
be doueany better than the old fellows did it. He 
is one of the last poets we possess who, after the 
manner of Thoreau, has given his maturer life to 
the creation of dreams in verse. It must not be for- 
gotten, however, that he wrote two very good plays 
which have been represented on both sides of the 
ocean, and they made a fortune for McKee Rankin 
and one or two others, 

Said Millertome: “I went to Washington sin- 
cerely desired to adapt myselftoit and to love it, 
but they didn’t agree with me there; I found it 
was no place forme andI came back again to my 
own coast. Instead of writing poems hereafter I 
shall try to enjoy the raising of poetical houses on 
my tract and to study nature and wait for my time 
to molder away.”’ 

Mr. Miller married a few years ago Mrs. Leland, 
of New York, an amiable andcharming young lady, 


and he expects to bring her out here to his new pos- 


session and have her superintend his affairs and 
teach him the ways of practical life.

FATHOMING FUTURITY, 
The Fatalism of Josephine and Napoleon— 
Oracles of Destiny. 

From the Brooklyn Citizen, 

For years back there have been in exist- 
ence among a certain class of rt sayings 
that either forbode good or evil, and these say- 
ings are believed by many men and women 
to guide them to their “destiny. Would we 
or would we not be glad to get a five-minute 
peep into the future? It is awful to stop 
and contemplate what that might -mean, 
and the Ruier of the Universe has kindly en- 
abled us only to consider the present and the 
past. Many noble men and women have con- 
sidered virtue to be the only key which opens 
the palace of eternity, but while the idea of 
immortality is implanted in the soul, we can 
never, with the naked eye, behold the 
future. A man to. be a minute or two 
ahead of his existence would soon become 
immensely rich,and he would indeed be a dan- 

erous fellow to have about. But in ages past 
st many absurdities were believed, and how 
many people for believing them have suffered 
fiery torment. In this connection the follow- 
ing extract from Lecky’s ‘‘History of the Rise 
and Influence of Rationalism in Europe’’ is 
appropriate ; 

f we ask why it is that the world has re- 
jected what was once so universally and in- 
tensely believed, why a narrative of anol 
woman who had been seen riding a broom- 
stick, or who was proved to have transform- 
ed herself into a wolf and to have devoured 
the flocks of her neighbors, is deemed so en- 
tirely incredible, most persons would prob- 
ably be unable to give avery definite answer 
tothe question. It isnot because we have 
examined the evidence and found it insufti- 
cient, for the disbelief always precedes when 
it does not prevent examination. It is rather 
because the idea of absurdity is so strongly 
attached to such narratives that it is difficult 
even to consider. them with gravity. Yet at 
one time no such improbability was felt, and 
hundreds of persons have been burnt, simply 
on the two grounds I have mentioned. The 

eneral intellectual tendencies pervading the 
Rtecatere of a century profoundly modify the 
character of the public mind. They form a 
new tone and habit of thought. They altar 
the measure of probability,and they eventually 
cause as absolute rejection of certain old opin- 
jons as could be produced by the most cogent 
and definite arguments, 

Even Josephine, the empress of, France, and 
her husband, the great Napoleon, believed in 
necromancy. Mrs. Mulhbach,in her life of 
the empress, relates this incident, which took 
place at Martinique on her plantation: 

‘“‘A group of negresses, the center of which 
was an old woman, attracted her attention. 
She was telling the fortunes of the young ne- 
gro women. She vehemently seized the hand 
of the young maiden, examined it carefully, 
and then lifted up her large, astonished eyes 
with a searching expression at the face of 
Josephine. 

“You must see something very wonderful 
in my face and in my hand?” inquired Jose- 
phine, laughingly. 

“Yes, something very wonderful!’’ repeated 
the negro woman. still intently staring at her. 

‘Is ita good fortune or bad fortune which 
awaits me? Say what you see in my future 
life. I order you to do so.”’ 

‘Weill, if\you order it I must obey,” said she 
with solemnity. 

‘Listen, them. Ireadin your countenance 
that you are called to high destinies. You will 
soon be married, but your marriage will not be 
a happy one. You will soon be a young widow, 
and then you will be queen of France—more 
than queen. You will live glorious, brilliant 
days, but at the last misfortune will come and 
carry you to your grave in a day of rebellion.” 

W hoever takes the trouble to read this in- 
teresting life of Josephine will see that the 
black seeress was right in her predictions, Jo- 
sephine was made a widow when her husband, 
Beauharnais, was beheaded. She married 
Napoleon. Fora time-she was very happy, 
and then her cup was full of sorrow when she 
was divorced from the littlesCorsican.

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“DE OYSTER AN’ DE COON,” 


The Experience of a Hungry Coon Who 
Went Oyster Hunting at Cat Island. 


New York, October 15.—Frank G. Whea- 
ton, who used to bea politician in New Or- 
leans, but is now a handler of all sorts of pat- 
ents in this city, tells the following story: 

“We used to have some great oyster suppers 
in New Orleans. The oysters when I was 
there were so big that a dozen would do for 
supper for a half dozen men. Some of the 
Bayou Cook and Bayou Barrataria oysters were 
eafootlong Of course they were too large to 
eat raw, but they made an excellent fry. 
The best oysters I ever ate came from the edge 
of the Gulf of Mexico, in the Mississippi sound 
and Lake Pontchartrain before the Bonne 
Carre crevasse sent the fresh water of the 
NE river out into the lake and de- 
stroyed the flavor of the bivalves. Do you 
know that raccoons are exceedingly fond of 
oysters? Well, they are. One moonlight 
night I was standing on the gallery of the 
lighthouse at Cat islaud, down near the gulf. 
A party of us were on our way to Goose Point 
to hunt brant and curlew, and, as we knew 
Sid Wiikinson, the lighthouse keeper, we 
stopped over at Cat island one evening. It 
was a beautiful night, and though it was in 
December, a man scarcely felt the need of an 
overcoat. The tide was at ebb, and Cat 
island spit loomed up in the moon- 
light like a long black strip of mud 
running into the sound. This spit or promon- 
tory was amass of oysters, which sputtered 
and snapped as they took in the atmosphere 
and held social converse with each other. You 
could walk out a quarter of a mile over them 
without getting your feet wet, and eat all you 
wanted. That is, if you could open them, for 
just as soon as the oyster would see you he’d 
shut up his shell with a snap like the breaking 
of atwig. It was like walking over dry brush, 
the way those oysters would snap at the ap- 
proach of anyone. 

‘Cat island is full of coons,’’ continued Mr. 
Wheaton, taking a fresh start. “How they 
got there I don’t know, as the island is twelve 
miles from the nearest point of the main land. 
I reckon they voyaged on logs. Well, this 
night, while we were standing on the gallery, 
we saw about a dozen coons creep out of the 
spit hunting for oysters. One old coon 
sneaked up behind a big oyster that had his 
shell wide open and stuck his paw in to get 
the succulent bivalve. Quick as a flash the 
oyster clapped down on him, and the coon 
yelled. He’d been there before though, and 
began to tug at the oyster to get him loose 
from the mud and sand, but the oyster was 
one of a cluster and was too deeply 
imbedded to be moved. He hung to 
the coon like grim death, and _ it 
looked as if the coon would be kept a prisoner. 
We were so interested in the struggle we 
stayed to watch it. The tide turned and at 4 
o’clock in the morning all the other coons left 
the beach, as the water was too high. It got 
higher and higher; little waves were curling 
over the spit, and it looked asif the coon would 
be drowned. He made a last desperate effort 
to move that oyster and then deliberately bit 
his paw off. He left the end of it in the oyster 
and hobbled off on three legs. Sid and I ran 
down, and after a search of half an hour found 
the spunky oyster as he was trying to eject the 
coon 's paw and captured him. I reckon that 
Sid has that coon’s paw yet.”

A Negro's Theory of Contracts—Arrest of 
the Parties. 


Serma, Ala., October 16.—On Thursday 
night last, twonegro men and four negro 
boys, who are hired under annual contracts to 
Hon. B. F. Ellis, a prominent planter of this 
county, entered his residence near Cahaba, 
and going straight to him, demanded of him a 
settlement up to that time. Inasmuch as the 
negroes had not complied with their part of 
their contracts, Mr. Ellis refused the settle- 
ment, and at the same tithe refused 


to relieye them from the binding 
contracts by which he was entitled 


to their labor during the present year. The 
spokesman of the mob next said to Mr. Ellis 
that they would give him until 8 o’clock the 
next morning to settle with them, and if he 
refused to do so by that time, said the negro, 
‘‘we will have blood.”? Turning to leave the 
room a member of the mob also said to Mr. 
Ellis that if he did not settle with them by the 
next morning that they were going to burn 
him out. When the six negroes stepped out 
of the residence they were joined in the yard 
by about twenty others, and altogether they 
sent up yell after yell as though they were say- 
ages. Finally the mob left the yard, and no 
sooner had they done so than Mr, Ellis 
SUMMONED THE SHERIFF 

and others to assist in the arrest of the six ne- 
groes who had entered his room, the others 
who were in the yard being unknown. While 
making the arrest of the five negroes found, 
one among the number attempted to draw a 
pistol but being quietly covered with a Smith 
and Wesson, he as quietly submitted and no 
further trouble was had. The investigation 
showing that the four negro boys, aged about 
seventeen and eighteen years of age, had been 
almost forced by the two negroes to eriter with 
them into Mr. Ellis’s room. Only the negro 
manand one of the leaders named Dave 
Brown, who attempted to draw the pistol, was 
jailed, Tom Murry, the other negro man and 
leader, having effected his escape before the 
sheriff and his posse arrived. Since the arrest 
no further trouble has appeared among the 
negroes and the disturbance is belieyed to be 
at an end. .
